Theee enormous 
c •mb nations of oapttfd oestrol the poli- 
tics of the coun-ry, nonlbat* the candi- 
dataa. then furnitih the means to carry 
the daotiaop, and later direct all )ef(isla- 
tion, State and National, and dominate 
the nee of all esMOtiM poMf. ■ 

"The prindMl aoIlM t bcva la, that 
this eonditioikSraflalN MKmM not be al- 
I lowed to destroy the RepnldiafA,pfUty. 
To pmerve that party and Aft It a Na- 
I tional viotorv b IWO, dottbtlees under 
jtbe lead of Pretideat MeKinley, is my 
great desire.

"Pte-glacial Drainage in the Vicinity 
of Oincinnattl ; Iti BelatioB te the CMflia 

of the Modern Ohio River, and Its Bear- 
ing Upon the Question of the Southern 
Limits of the Ice-Sheet." 

The above Is the title of a highly inter- 
esting article recently contribnted by Ur. 
Gerard Fowke, formerly of thia city, and 
published among the pap<m 'ot the 
Scientific Lalxmtoriea of Denison Uni- 
versity. The following extract gives 
some idea of the extent of Mr. Fowke'e 
feaearchee : 

"For more than sixty miles below the 
mouth of. the Little Miami, the Ohio 
river flows thioai^ • tortnooa ohannel. 
The dial of a compass fixed on a steamer 
will, in that diatance, make a complete 
circuit under the aeaidla. Moob of the 
way the outak* carves aweep over rocky 
detritus fallen from rugged bilb etoImM 
with precipitous bluff's ; oppoeite theae 
the inner curvea flow gently over sand- 
bars bordering terraced bottom lands. 
The variation in the width of the valley 
is considerable; at timea the upland on 
one side reeedea, and a iride bottom In- 
tervenes between its foot and the river; 
again, the hills approach each other un- 
til only a narrow atrip of alluTial soil is 
found. 

"For fifty miles above the Little Miami 
difweot conditions prevail; the valley is 
more uniform in breadth, the hills have 
gentler slopes and more symmetrical con- 
tours. The geological formation within 
this area is identical, all of it lying in the 
Cincinnati or Hudson river group; meas- 
ured vertically, there |8 about one foot of 
compact bine Umeatona to ten feet of 
gray er bluish elay. Soeh a combination 
does not readily lend itself to the WOf 
atruciion of clifia by atmospberioenaion', 
while the cloee texture of the clay and its 
extension below surface drainaf^e lines, 
precludes such disintegration of lower 
strata as would result in cliffs due to 
great landslides or the downfall of larite 
masses of rock. The topography above 
the Little Miami is normal, while the 
phenomena below tliat point are quite 
different from what wonld be ezpecteil. 
.\n examination of the region, with a 
\ lew to learning the reason of this diver- 
sity, resulted in some interesting disooV' 
eries. 

' It must be stated, however, that the 
work of deciphering the earth-written 
reconls has not been fully carried out. 
.Many details are yet to be studied before 
an accurate map of the ancient drainage 
can be constructed, or a full explanation 
given of the causes which led to the es- 
tablishment of the preeent water-courses. 
Thie work I had hoped to do before offer- 
ing a paper on the subject; but circum- 
stances have made it necessary that I 
should piwant an account of the part 
that has already been accomplished, and 
indicate the linea along wl^ieh iWttMr in- 
vestigationa are raqoived. 

" It wUl aid tha raadar faidattowiair the 
artinment. to state at once that the Ohio, 
aa an independent river, had no exist- 
ence prior to the glaelal epoeh. Its pree- 
ent course, in so far ae it now needs to be 
considered, was occupied entirely by 
a succession of DOOOnlltOtad creeks and 
ravines. There was a col at the eastern 
limit of Maysville, separating the waters 
'>f Cabin Creek and Limestone Creek. 
The former flowed north and east, and 
either joined Kinniconnick Creek or fol- 
lowed Brush Creek valley into Paint 
Creek. The waters of Limeetone fol- 
lowed their present direction to the 
month of the LUtIa" Miami, thence 
through the broad Tidlay north of Cincin- 
nati and entered tha preeant Mill Greek 
valley somewhere in the vicinity of 
Carthage. Tlie drainage to the east and 
north of this section hi» not yet been 
worked oat "

Any corporation that may happen to 
be in the way simply has to stand from 
under.
